One of these showed a lone 
young man. The camera caught 
him as he stood on a rough bench 
beneath the gallows. The rope 
is about his neck. Behind him 
are crowded the onlookers, all in 
uniforms of the Nazi troops and 
the Quisling police. 

The young man’s arms are 
raised above his head. His hands 
are clenched. His mouth is open. 
It is apparent he is shouting 
something and that he is defiant. 
There is resistance in every line 
of his body, concealed though it 
is by a short black coat, shirt 
and shabby pair of pants. 


That was his last moment of 
life. The bench was kicked be- 
neath him and he swung into 
space, the rope strangling the 
life from his body. This was on 
Oct. 19, 1941. 


Steve Filipovic 


When the people of Valjevo, 
who mostly are farmers and 
artisans in small workshops, saw 
the picture they knew for sure 
what they feared had happened 
to young Stevan Filipovic, 18, 
who had been an apprentice in 
a metal shop. 


From some of the remorseful 
Quislings, then prisoners, they 
heard, too, of the last great mo- 
ment of Stevan Filipovic. When 
the Nazis stood him there to be 
hanged,-one of many such to die 
in that manner that day, he raised 
him arms, shook them in de- 
fiance, even as the photograph 
showed, and shouted “Long live 
Liberty! Long live Tito.” 

Remember, he was 18. 

Let us assume those were not 
his exact words. Maybe they 
are dressed up a bit, as the 
cynical might assume. -Perhaps 
the words poured out from him 
and that they were curses and 
abuse of the men about him. 
That is not important. 

The picture shows he was 
shouting. He was a boy of 18. 
That meant his ideals were fresh 
and strong. It is very likely he 
did indeed shout, “Long live lib- 
erty.” Tito was the partisan 
leader of the time, later to join 
with Moscow and still later to 
break with Stalin in order to 
hold Yugoslavia for her people. 

That day in October, 1941, 
there was no hint of victory to 
sustain the boy who stood there 
with the black shadow of death 
about him. The massed uniforms 
about him, with the brutal, arro- 
gant faces smug and sneering 
above their stiff collars and dec- 
orated chestss seemed _ secure. 
Certainly they believed they were. 
They were riding the tidg of vic- 
tory, and if in it floated the vic- 
tims of their terror, the wreckage 
of life and family, they did not: 
worry. The tide ran strongly. 


Belief 


That boy who stood there on 
that rude bench assuredly could 
not see any brightening of skies. 
He was terribly and utterly alone. 
He could feel the rough finger of 
death about his throat; could hear 
the wind whine by the long arm 
of the gallows above his head, 
causing the yet untightened rope 
itself to ke and pull at his 
throat. He had to believe pro- 
foundly in what he brought to his 
lips. He was just a boy, and lone- 
liness and fear must have been 
among his emotions. But, he 
raised his arms and cried out in 
the name of liberty. 

Here in the Little White House 
where Franklin D. Roosevelt died 
in April of 1945, there are many 
gifts sent by grateful nations and 
peoples. They are displayed with 
the furniture, the pictures, and 
the personal effects of the late 
President. : 

None is more dramatic than a 
statue in bronze of Stevan Fili- 


povic. It was done after the war '

TOKYO, Feb. 19—(AP)— 
Chinese Reds fell back Mon- 
day in the 70-mile area be- 
tween Korea’s west coast and 
Wonju, in the mountainous 
middle of the peninsula. 

They appeared to have 
given up virtually all terri- 
tory south of the Han River, 
which skirts the edge of Red- 
held Seoul. 

Allied patrols prowled deep but 
found poor hunting. 

The only enemy effort at a 
fight was made by North Koreans 
around Chechon, 20 miles south- 
east of Wonju. 

AP Correspondent William J. 
Waugh reported that light enemy 
attacks were repulsed Monday 
along a 10-mile front north of 
Chechan. ~ 

In the west, Turkish troops 
swept the entire peninsula north- 
west of Seoul without finding any 
Chinese. 

East of Seoul, the U. S. Ninth 
Corps advanced six miles across 
ridges in a 20-mile sector from 
north of Kyongan to Chipyong.

NEW DELHI, India, Feb. 18—(4)—A British correspondent 
just returned from Peiping says some Chinese Reds are won- 
dering why Russia has failed to furnish manpower for the 
fighting in Korea. ( 

Arthur Moore wrote in the Hindustan Times Sunday that 
Peiping is counting on Russian help if the Korean crisis embroils 
China more deeply with the UN. 

Moore said that when the question of Soviet manpower is 
raised the interpreters of Red policy come up with this expla- 
nation: 

“China is a border country and in this case it is China’s 
business to provide men for Korea. If the West Germans, aided 
by the imperialists, were overrunning East Germany, it would 
be Russia’s business to help the West Germans and one would 
not expect China to intervene.”

Two Years of Tunneling 


Brings Convict Liberty 


BALTIMORE, Feb. 18—(4)—A slender, 39-year-old convict es- 
eaped from the state penitentiary during the pre-dawn darkness 
Sunday through a narrow, 70-foot tunnel that took him two years 


to dig. 


Warden Edwin T. Swenson said 
the escapee was Joseph Holmes, 
a Baltimore Negro serving 20 
years for burglary. 

“It’s the most fantastic escape 
I’ve ever heard of,” the warden 
said. He said it must have taken 
Holmes two years to burrow to 
freedom. 

He gave this explanation of the 
break: 


Holmes loosened a piece of 
square siate, about two feet 
square, and cracked through 10 
inches of concrete before he 
reached dirt. 


There he burrowed at a down- 

ward angle for 10 feet, then lev- 
eled off under the massive stone 
wall and a dry moat and then dug 
30 feet up. 
' The tunnel emerged in a grassy 
plot with only a seven-foot fence 
between the opening and free- 
dom. It was only a short stroll 
from there to his mother’s home 
on Presten Street. 


Near the middle of the tunnel 
was a small “room,” about three 
feet wide and six feet high, 
formed by fresh water seeping 
into the small area. The sides 
were matted with odd pieces of 
clothing, apparently to prevent a 
cave-in. 

Warden Swenson estimated that 
Holmes clawed out the tons of 
dirt with bits of scrap iron found 
in the tunnel, carried it in his 
clothing back to his cell, then 
flushed it down the toilet. 

The \escape was discovered at 
9:15 a. m. by George P. Gearhart, 
the cell-house officer. 

Gearhart checked a motionless 
lump on Holmes’ Saati. He found 
a wadded blanket and pillow— 
and no Holmes. 

By chance Gearhart’s foot 
touched an uneven edge in the 
floor surface beneath the cot. He 
stooped down, and found the 
square break in the slate floor.

Seen in Korea 


Still Mystery 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18—(P)— 
The _ sighting of mysterious, 
smoke-trniling missiles by an 
American warship in Korean wa- 
ters is reported in the current 
issue of Naval Aviation News, an 
official Navy magazine. 
| A Navy spokesman said, in re- 
sponse to a reporter’s inquiry, that 
the incident occurred last Decem- 
ber and has not been previously 
publicized. 

Naval Aviation prints the report 
from the seaplane tender Gar- 
diners Bay under a heading which 
asks: “Sighting flying discs 
again?” ‘ 

The story from the Gardiners 
Bay says two mysterious missiles 
trailing long white smoke trails 
in the sky struck the water at 
great speed off the ship’s port 
bow while it was steaming up the 
channel] from Inchon. 

“Two huge columns of water 
rose to about 100 feet in height 
at the point of contact,” it adds. 
“No aircraft could be sighted by 
radar or visually overheard al- 
tnough the ceiling was unlimited. 
Identification of the missiles re- 
mains a great mystery.” 

The Navy gave no further in- 
formation it may have obtained. 

Whether the incident occurred 
early or late in December would 
have a bearing on how great a 
distance the missiles may have 
traveled.

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Bevan Warns Satellites 
Against Attacking Tito

LONDON, Feb. .18—A cautious warning against an attack on 
Yugoslavia by the Soviet satellites in Eastern Europe was delivered 


by the British Government last Th 


ursday, but it was scarcely noticed 


in the excitement of a debate and vote on the government’s defense 


policy in the House of Commons. 
Concluding the debate, Aneurin 
Bevan, the new Minister of La- 
bor who had been speaking with- 
out notes, picked up and read a 
prepared statement obviously ap- 
proved by the Cabinet. It said: 
“His majesty’s government is 


alive to the potential threat to 


Yugoslavia from the swollen 
armed forces of the satellites, 
which has been emphasized by 
hostile Soviet and satellite prop- 
aganda. Any threat to Yugo- 
slavia, who played a heroic part in 
resistance to Hitler aggression, is 
naturally of concern to His Majes- 
ty’s government and we are in 
touch with other governments on 
lg 

In fact, British and U. S. diplo- 
mats have for some time been 
conferring regularly on the men- 
ace to Yugoslavia, and the British 
statement was partly an out- 
growth of their discussions. Simi- 
lar expressions of concern for the 
security and independence of Yu- 
goslavia already have been voiced 
by President Truman and Sec- 
retary of State Dean Acheson. 

In the opinion of diplomats here, 
there will not be any more formal 
warning or guarantee of aid to 
Yugoslavia at present unless the 
military threat becomes very acute 
and war becomes imminent. : 

Marshal Tito himself said tha 
Yugoslavia could not request or 
receive arms from abroad at pres- 
ent, because that would “con- 
tribute to the sharpening of the 
already tense situation here in the 
East.” 

Delivering Britain’s warning on 
Yugoslavia, Bevan, once the “bad 
boy” of the Labor back bench, 
emerged for the first time as a 
government spokesman on foreign 
policy and obviously enhanced his 
standing in the Labor party hiar- 
archy. Even the arch conserva- 
tive Daily Telegraph conceded he 
had scored “a considerable par- 
liamentary triumph.” 

During the debate, Winston 
Churchill, the master orator, him- 
self acknowledged Bevan’s skill. 
When the Labor Minister men- 
tioned Churchill and Nazis in the 
same sentence, the opposition 
leader said almost inaudibly “do 
not spoil a good speech now.” 

Another Conservative member 
of Parliament said the speech had 
done more than anything else 
Bevan had ever done to advance 
his political ambitions. The Con- 
servative Daily Mail suggested 
that he might succeed Ernest 
Bevin as Foreign Secretary or 
Prime Minister Clement Attlee as 
leader of the Labor party. :

-Red-Infested 
Malay Village 
To Be Burned

SINGAPORE, Feb. , 18—(?)— 
British authorities will put the 
torch to an entire village in south- 
ern Selangor State in Malaya in 
order to wipe out what they said 
is a “wasps’ nest” of Communist 
terrorists. The move is part of 
Britain’s determined campaign to 
wipe out Red terrorism in Malaya 
by the end of this year. 

Already all the 1,500 inhabit- 
ants of Jenderam have been 
moved out of the village and 
placed -in a detention camp at 
Kluang, in Johore State, just 
north of Singapore. 

A force of 1,000 troops and three 
companies of police made a light- 
ning raid on the village last 
Thursday. It was the biggest op- 
eration of its kind since a state 
of emergency was proclaimed in 
Malaya on June 1, 1948, to com- 
bat Red terrorism. 

The authorities moved out all 
cattle and personal properties of 
Malays, Indonesians and Chinese 
in the village. These were sold 
at public auction and the money 
turned over to the owners. 

It was not disclosed just how 
the village would be burned. 

Most of the village’s inhabitants 
were rubber tappers and_erice 
planters. They had large qantities 
of rubber and rice on hand when 
they were surprised in a dawn 
raid. All complied meekly with 
the order to pack a single bag 
and get aboard trucks for trans- 
partation to the railway station 
and departure for Kluang.

The Commission reported 10,- 
097 persons were arrested — for 
serious crimes in Fulton County 
in 1950 and 55,507 were arrested 
for lesser crimes, excluding traf- 
fic violations. In addition, the

Georgia’s Legislature has gone home 
after a session which was in many ways 
unique. One was that in all the major 
objectives the newspapers of the State’ 
and the Legislature were partners.

WASHINGTON—World and domestic events 

are shaping up in such a way as to indicate 

, rather strongly the probability of Gen. Dwight 

D. Eisenhower becoming the Democratic nominee for President 


next year. Many of those who were prepared to reject the idea ~ 


six months ago are now coming around to that way of thinking. 

The Eisenhower Democratic presidential hypothesis is baséd 
on two simple assumptions, both of which are becoming more 
self-apparent as time wears on. 

No. 1 is that President Truman will not be a candidate to 
succeed himself and will be looking around for someone of his 
choice who will give him an opportunity to make a graceful exit. 

No. 2 is that the recognized leadership of the Republican 
Party in Congress is making such an attack on the Eisenhower 
formula for rebuilding the defenses of Europe that, regardless 
of his present political leanings, if any, it is bound ultimately to 
drive him into the ranks of the Democrats. 


As to the first proposition, there is a growing con- 
Ne Intent viction in informed Washington circles that Mr. 
Truman has no intention of seeking a third term. Mrs. Truman, 
who wields a considerable influence in the President’s house- 
hold, is.known to be definitely against it. Never having wanted 
the office.in the first place, almost eight years in the White 
House will be more than enough for a man of his age and incli- 
nations, it is now more generally believed. 

On the second score, Gen. Eisenhower must feel somewhat 
strongly the attacks being made on his European command pro- 
gram by Republicans like Sen. Robert A. Taft of Ohio, Sen. Ken- 
neth Wherry of Nebraska, the minority leader of the Senate, and 
fermer President Herbert Hoover. : 

Only in Gov. Thomas. E. Dewey of New York has Gen. Ike 
found a strong and outspoken supporter among Republicans of 
the program he has outlined for rebuilding. the defenses of West- 
ern Europe against the threat of Communist aggression. Dewey 


also has launched a boom for having the General nominatél for 


President of the Republican ticket in 1952. 


9 But what seems far more. significant than the 
Foreclosed? boom launched by Dewey is the means in 
President Truman’s hands to foreclose the matter long before the 
1952 preconvention campaign gets under way. There are reasons 
to suspect, in. fact, that the matter may have been foreclosed 
already. 

Mr. Truman, if he is definitely determined not to run again, 
is in position to*offer the Democratic nomination to Gen. Eisen- 
hower next year on a silver platter. As President, he is the party 
boss and he will control the machinery for delivering most of the 


convention delegates. 


Some. believe that the European command of Allied forces 


which the President has bestowed upon Gen. Ike has distinct | 


political implications. It may be a collateral move t6 build up 
the General for the presidential nomination when the next national 
convention rolls around. Even some Republicans are beginning 
to suspect such a move. It could account for the actions of Sen. 
Taft and Sen. Wherry. 

Certainly if the President were looking for a man who would 
command the confidence of his party and would give him an 
opportunity te make a graceful exit from office, he would not 
have to go beyend Gen. Eisenhower. Most Republicans are more 
terrified at the thought of him becoming the Democratic nominee 


than anything short of the apap eeae D. Roosevelt.

Another Thing jitica by Gen. Eisenhower himself in his 
mémoirs, that Mr. Truman offered to step aside and support him 
for the Democratic nomination in 1948. The offer was made at 
Potsdam immediately after the European phase of World War II 
ended. 

The demand for Eisenhower for President is likely to grow 
in both parties during the months that lie ahead. As Gould Lin- 
coln, the veteran political correspondent of the Washington Eve- 
ning Star, puts it, “It is an extraordinary situation. Democrats 
de not believe they could win a presidential campaign against 
a Republican Eisenhower, and Republicans would have little hope 
of defeating a Democratic Eisenhower.” 

Accepting that appraisal as true—and it comes very nearly 
being recognized as true—what would be more natural than for 


Mr. Truman, a political realist of the first order, stepping in and ° 


guiding the hand of history., World events may change the situa- 
tion later, but at the. present-moment Gen. Ike begins to loom as 
the man the Democrats will rely on in ’52.- It would occasion no 


surprise in some quarters to learn that a program to this end - 


has, in fact, already been agreed upon by the President and the 
General.

‘The Great Debate’ Is Deflated 


WASHINGTON—When Secrtnny of Defense George Marshall. ealmly revealed 


to the Senate Foreign Relations and Armed Services Committees that President 

Truman’s plan for implementing the Atlantic Pact called for only six divisions 

in Europe, four in addition to the two now there—well—you could almost hear 

. the sizzle as the air was let out of those who have been parading around screaming 

“ about a great American land army in Europe—screaming so that you got a. vision 

of ectattions iy dn doughboys tumbling, on the double-quick, out of every village. The “great 


debate” was punctured and deflated. 


It was distinctly anticlimactic after the build-up arourid here, 


to such an extent that one Administration Senator wanted to know -if the General thought mx 


divisions were en 

Sen. Russell, amines Georgia, Armed 
Services Committee chairman, observed—seem- 
ingly more in sorrow than in pique—that if the 


announcement about the six divisions had been. 


‘made some time ago that might have cleared up 
a let of controversy.

The situation finally was summed up 
aptly by Sen. Stennis, Democrat, Missssippi, 
whe told the General: “I believe you've 
taken a great deal of the heart out of this 
argument.” . 


Gen. Marshall never was in finer form, more 
than usual his frank and disarming and charm- 
ing self. It was apparent that much thought had 
gone into his solution of the dilemma faced -by 
-the Administration; some compromise, too. While 
he explained that the six-division plan was a 
recommendation to President Truman by the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff which the President had 
approved, it was suspected that Harry Truman, 
the politician, was somewhere mixed up in the 
solution laid before the committee. 


The blunt approach of laying it on the line 
smacked of that. 


The episode served to ‘point up some qualities - 


of Pfesident Truman as a politician and political 
leader, both on the credit and debit side. Very 
shrewd has been his selection of two generals to 
carry the banner in this crisis. Generals Mar- 
shall and Eisenhower are trained military men 
and strategists and yet can talk like civilians, 
and think like civilians, so that they can be 
understood by civilians, including members of 
Congress. Gen. Eisenhower demonstrated his 
@apacities here several days ago, and Gen. Mar-

Gen. Marshall, at long last, went-.into the 
breach to clarify the issue that has been per- 
mitted to become so confused... Why, it might 
properly be asked, has not this been done sooner 
and why did not the President himself do it? He 
is, after all, the voice of our people, as well as 
of his Administration, particularly in times of 
crisis. : 3 

The General seemingly has put an end to 
“the great debate” so far as the central issue 
of American troops for Europe is concerned. 
This obviously was his purpose. 


For, in explaining his revelation of specific 


figures, usually kept secret, he said: 


“I take this step reluctantly because of the 
security considerations involved—but I have 
reached the conclusion that there is greater peril 
to our security through weakening the morale of 
our allies by a debate based upon uncertainties 
than there can possibly be through the public 
disclosure of our planned-strength’ figure.” 

He performed his mission for President Tru- 
man well. It seems likely now that, after the 
usual further talk and deliberation, the Foreign 
Relations Committee will bring out eventually a 
resolution strongly endorsing the policy that the 
General outlined, rather than a limitation either 
on the size of our troop contribution or a restric- 
tion of the authority of the Administration to act 
without specific congressional sanction. Such a 
resolution could .be of tremendous psychological 
value to boost the morale of our European allies, 
as was pointed out by Senators during Gen. Mar- 
shall’s appearance, including some Republicans.

Two Billion Out of Every Ten 


WASHINGTON—At least $2,000,000,000 out of every $10,000,000,000 appropriated fer the defense 
of the United States since the Korean aggression has gone up in inflationary smoke. This simple fact, 
which should send shivers up the spine of any sensible man, provides the right background for under- 
standing the vitally important issues in dispute between Marriner Eccles of the Federal Reserve Board 


and Secretary of the Treasury John Snyder. 
been happening to the defense dollar. 

A big bazooka, a recoilless gun, or a heavy 
mortar all now. cost well over 50 per cent more 
than before Korea. A pair of combat boots for 
an infantryman or a flight jacket for a flyer costs 
upward of 60 per cent more. 


Largely because of this sort of thing, the 
services will shortly go back te Congress for 
a third supplemental appropriation in this 
fiscal year. Thus the process, continues, 
with no énd in sight; the Congress appro- 


priates dollars; the dollars do not buy what 4 


they were supposed to buy; and the services 
return te Congress for more dollars. 


The same process is at work everywhere in 
the economy. Eccles and his numerous sup- 
porters, including many reputable economists, 
are convinced that this inflation is essentially 
@ money inflation, deriving from the fiscal poli- 
eies of the Government itself. Rearmament has 
not yet taken a really serious bite out of the 
whole economy. In the last seven months, more- 
ever, the Government has actually been collect- 
ing more in cash than it has been spending. 
Plain human greed no doubt accounts for part of 
the inflation, but greed cannot possibly account. 
for all of it. 


The real explanation, according to iebies and 
his supporters, lies elsewhere. The basic facts 
in the Eccles-Snyder dispute, the most impor- 
tant domestic economic issue in many years, are 
simple enough. Secretary Snyder insists, with 
the backing of President Truman, that Govern- 
ment bonds be redeemed cn demand by the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board at full face value. This is 
intended to make sure that bonds can be sold at 
low interest rates, and thus interest on the huge 
public debt, which must be included in the an- 
nual budget, can be kept as low as possible. 


This sounds sensible enough on the face of it. 
But Eccles contends that the net effect is pre- 
cisely the same as though the Government print- 
ed tons of greenbacks, and injected thefh into 
the economy. In a time of inflation, with the 
value of the dollar falling, big bond holders cash 
tf their bonds. This money then goes into the 
oe stream, adding to total deposits in 

The banks then loan the money, thus 


A few specific examples will serve to show what has 


multiplying credit—which is equivalent to cash 
in purchasing power—by a ratio of about 6 to 1. 


In this way, bank credit has expanded about 


20 per cent in seven months—as much as in any 


seven previous peacetime-years. And while the 
Government has been taking in more cash than 
it has been spending, the total money supply 
has increased. by 8 per cent. Thus there is more 
and more credit and more and more money in 
circulation, while, with rearmament just getting 
into high gear, there are beginning to be fewer 
things to buy. 


Thus the value of the dollar falls, and 
as it falls, the effort of the Government to 
maintain the price of Government bonds be- 
comes more difficult, and a Vicious circle is 
set in motion. 


Eccles proposes certain rather simple ways 
of breaking the vicious circle. No man in his 
senses, least of all Eccles, suggests that Govern- 
ment bonds be simply abandoned to the vagaries 
of the free market. Instead, what is proposed is 
a carefully controlled and moderate drop in 
Government bond prices, so that the rush to cash 
in bonds will stop, because the cash will be less 
attractive, and the interest rate more so. Eccles 
also proposes a slightly higher interest rate— 
about 3 per cent—on most Government bonds. 


The mere fact that the Government has al- 


ready lost to the money inflation some two bil- , 


lion out of every 10 billion defense dollars ap- 
propriated is enough to demonstrate how false 
the Treasury’s brand of economy is. Quite aside 
from the effects of inflation on the whole econ- 
omy, this loss alone cancels out several times 
over what might be saved through cheaper fi- 
nancing of the public debt. 


Fortunately, the Federal Reserve Board has 
the legal right to do most of what Eccles wants, 
and a majority of the open market committee 
of the Board, which must make the final deci- 
sions, is now probably behind Eccles. Thus the 
chances are that an issue which deeply affects 
both the security of the United States and every 
American’s pocketbook will probably at last be 
settled, before the entire economy gets out of 
hand.

Uncover One-Shot Devices 


Kelley’s Men Say Gadgets 


Put Slot Ma 


chine in Shade

Americans every year pour over three billion dollars 
into one-armed bandit slot machines and another billion into 
so-called “punchboards” which offer cheap prizes or straight 
cash for hitting the lucky number. Both are out-and-out “lot- 


tery” devices. 

But apparently hiding safely 
behind the law are pinball ma- 
ehines which, according to Geor- 
gia Supreme Court rulings, are 
inherently “lottery” devices. 
These same machines were the 
subject of a recent lecture by na- 
tional crime figure Frank Cos- 
tello, who told a “convention” of 
punchboard and coin-machine op- 
erators they are “the best way to 
work into hot spots... where 
gambling is prohibited.” 


Last week, in the face of sev- 
eral complaints by ired parents 
whose school children were drop- 
ping lunch nickels into the greedy 
slots of some pinball-labeled ma- 
chines, Fulton Criminal Court 
Solicitor John I. Kelley, Assistant 
Solicitor Mose George and two 
special investigators, Charles Lit- 
tle and George Mauldin, donned 
old clothes and went on a three- 
day journey through the county, 
substantiating these “lottery” ru- 
mors. 


Their findings were the results 
of carefully planned vaids on es- 
tablishments sponsoring the gadg- 
ets. Only four men, those making 
the raids, knew the plans. But so 
closely guarded are these ma- 
chines that within 45 minutes of 

‘the time the first device was 


seized, trucks were buzzing others | 


to the safety of other counties. 

What Kelley and his men did 
find is a vicious, money-grabbing 
device which can “put the one- 
armed bandit to shame.” It was 
not the “pinball” machine, as the 
average person knows one, which 
rewards lucky players with five 
more balls. 


Although marked “replay,” the 
machine sponsors were paying off 


winners in cash, standing idly by | 


while school children eagerly 
dropped lunch money into slots 
on the coin-operated devices 
clearly marked “minors not per- 
mitted to- play.” 

Soon after Solicitor Kelley’s 
men carried out their raids, word 
passed around that he had de- 
clared war on pinball machines. 
Let’s take a look at the “pinball” 
machine he seized. 

Unlike most “pinballs,” the ma- 
chines grabbed by Kelley were 
operated with only one playing 
ball for a nickel and will swallow 
up as many coins as the player 
cares to insert before the ball 
is even played. (As much as $4

HOMEMAKING HINTS IN PRINT 


New Kitchen Utensil Guide 
Tells Most Helpful Buys

In the kitchen, as in any shop, good tools are valuable aids 
in getting jobs done easily and well. One of the most thorough 
kitchen tool guides we have seen is a booklet published by the 
government. It is a guide to selection and suggestions on use and 
eare, called “Tools for Food Preparation and Dishwashing.” 


From paring knives to vege- 
table brushes, numerous tools 
-and small utersils on the mar- 
ket are discussed from the 
standpoint of materials and de- 
sign. Special help is given in 
an explanation. of such shop- 
ping points as, does the tool 
fee] comfortable in the hand? 
Is it ‘sturdily made? Will it 
be easy to clean? 

A thorough reading of this 
new booklet is recommended for 
a new homemaker who is plan- 
ning to equip her kitchen. It 
is an equally valuable help to 
those “adding to” their assort- 
ment of tools.

It is always a wise 
precaution to avoid soaking any 
wooden’ handle. 

5. The handle design of any 
tool’ is very important, es- 


_ pecially one which has to. be 


held with a firm grasp. When 
buying a new knife, spoon, pan 
or beater, hold it as you would 
when using it. Make sure it fits 
your hand and is comfortable.

Explain Grief 
To Help Child, 
Expert Says 


By BETSY LOCHRIDGE 


A child’s best protection frem 
sorrow lies in a parent’s ability 
to deal with sadness effectively 
and maturely. 

This is the opinion of a local 
children’s psychiatrist, who, adds 
that there ig no way to hide sor- 
row, or to protect children from 
this harsher fact of life. 

“Often sorrow is accidental 
and absolute,” he points out. 
“You can neither prevent the 
cause of sorrow, nor can you 
remedy it. It must simply be ac- 
cepted. And there is no way to 
hide the grief of this accept- 
ance.” , 

“When grandmother dies, 
children may hear or see their 
parent’s grief. If not, they will 
sense it. There is no way a 
parent can pretend that it does 
not exist,” says this psychiatrist. 

“Thus it is best to explain to a 
child when he is very young just 
what sorrow is and the things 
that cause sorrow. Explain it to 
him on the level of his ability 
to understand. One would ex- 


‘plain it differently to a three- 


year-old than to a five-year- 
old.” 

“Also,” adds this psychiatrist, 
parents should realize that a 
child reacts to sorrow in terms 
of his own security. If a mother 
and father go to pieces when 
sorrow strikes, their child will 
reflect their reaction. It is not 
so much the sorrow that hurts 
the child, but the disturbance of 
his parents, for this is the thing 
which threatened his security. 

“The most important things to 
a child is who he is,” explains 
this psychiatrist. “Not what he 
is or what he can do. Belonging 
to a family, the fact that he is 
who he is—this is the thing that 
matters. He may be ill-favored 
by nature, ugly or even crippled. 
His family may be poor. He 
may not do well at school, but 
these things will not hurt him 
as long as he has the security of 
belonging to a family, of having 
a parent, of being a member of a 
group.” . 

Since a child’s security de- 
pends on his family, he is deep- 
ly affected by what affects them. 
Thus, when tragedy strikes, a 
child finds his best protection 
in the ability of-his parents to 
accept sorrow with wisdom and 
strength, and to explain this 
sorrow in terms that he will un- 
derstand.”

NEVADA CITY, Calif., Feb. 18 
(P)—Lyman Gilmore, pioneer in- 
ventor and promoter of heavier- 
than-air flight, died Sunday after 
a two weeks’ illness. He was 74. 

Gilmore contributed many ideas 
to modern aviation, among them 
theories of monoplane wing design 
which are in use today. 

He hadexperimented with 
heavier-than-air flight in the 
Sierra Nevada foothills of Cali- 
fornia before the Wright brothers 
made their first airplane flight at 
Kitty Hawk, N. C., in 1903.

Gilmore was founder of. the
